The  Great  Hucklow  Friendly  Society  has  for  several 
years  been  entirely  destitute  of  articles,  not  having  even 
a  single  article  to  give  to  any  person  who  might  become 
a  member ;  and  likewise  many  of  the  members  them- 
selves being  without,  the  want  of  them  has  been  deeply 
felt,  giving  rise  to  various  disputations  which  have  put 
the  managers  to  great  unpleasantness;  and  in  conse- 
(k  uence  of  which  we  have  therefore  carefully  reviewed 
the  old  rules ,  and  expunged  out  of  them  what  has  ap- 
peared to  be  superfluous,  and  also  made  several  alter, 
ations  and  additions  which  appeared  necessary,  and  do 
agree  that  they  shall  be  re-printed  and  a  copy  thereof 
be  presented  to  every  member  ;  and  thatthey  shall  be  pu 
in  force  and  strictly  adhered  unto  :  feeling  confident 
that  {while  we  enforce  them)  they  will  promote  peace, 
and  good  order,  as  long  as  the  Great  Hucklow  Friendly 
Society  shall  exist.

RULES  AND  ORDERS. 


I.  That  this  society  is  to  be  governed  by  one  master, 
two  wardens,  and  twelve  council,  who  are  to  be  chosen 
out  of  the  whole  body  ;  and  they  being  chosen  out  for 
the  good  design  to  govern,  they  are  to  take  as  much  >care 
as  in  them  lies  to  keep  good  regulation. 

IT.  The  master,  wardens,  and  council,  shall  provide 
a  box,  and  it  shall  be  kept  by  whom  they  think  proper. 
The  box  to  have  three  locks ;  the  master  and  wardens  to 
have  each  of  them  a  key,  and  no  money  to  be  taken  from 
the  same  unless  some  of  the  council  are  present — three, 
or  two  of  them  at  the  least. 

III.  The  master  to  continue  one  year  only,  the  elder 
warden  to  succeed  the  master,  the  younger  warden  the  elder, 
a  new  warden  to  be  chosen  out  of  the  council,  and  the 
council  out  of  the  whole  body.  The  master  and  wardens 
to  nominate  such  persons  as  they  think  most  proper 
to  be  voted  in  by  the  whole  body. 

IV.  That  the  master,  wardens,  and  council,  shall  make 
such  bye-laws,  or  new  articles,  as  they  shall  think  proper, 
for  the  good  of  the  society,  not  touching  the  King's  pre- 
rogative. 

V.  That  the  master  or  wardens  who  refuse  to  enter- 
tain their  respective  keys  for  the  aforesaid  limited  time, 
when  chosen  agreeably  to  our  rules,  he  or  they,  for  such 
refusal,  shall  forfeit  five  shillings  to  the  box,  or  be  ex- 
cluded. 


VI..  Whoever  shall  enter  into  this  society  at  the  age 
of  fifteen  years,  or  betwixt  that  and  twenty,  shall  pay  for 
entrance,  two  shillings  ;  betwixt  twenty  and  twenty  five, 
two  shillings  and  sixpence ;  betwixt  twenty  five  and  thirty,, 
three  shillings  ;  and  betwixt  thirty  and  thirty  five,  he 
shall  pay  for  entrance  one  pound  :  and  no  person  shall  be 
voted  in  on  any  account  who  is  above  thirty  five  years  of 
age. 

VII.  If  any  person  of  this  society  shall  neglect  to 
bring  or  send  his  contribution  every  month,  he  shall,  for 
the  first  neglect,  forfeit  twopence;  if  he  neglect  two 
months,  he  shall  forfeit  fourpence  to  the  box  ;  but  if  he 
neither  comes,  nor  sends  his  contribution,  at  the  end  of 
three  months,  he  shall  be  excluded. 

N.Bi  No  money  to  be  taken  after  nine  o  clock.  Our 
meeting  night  is  the  first  Saturday  in  every  month,  to 
begin  at  seven  o'clock  and  end  at  nine. 

VIII.  Any  member  that  is  chosen  a  council?  and" 
neglects  to  come  to  our  place  of  meeting  (which  is  always 
to  be  our  club  room)  when  the  master  shall  think  proper 
to  call  him,  and  when  occasion  requires,  Jie  having  two 
days'  notice  before,  he  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit 
sixpence  to  the  box  ;  but  upon  this  particular  occasion, 
the  master  wanting  some  money  out  of  the  box  to  pay  the 
sick,  then,  the  first  council  that  shall  be  found  shall  attend, 
upon  the  first  notice  given,  or  forfeit  fourpence  to  the  box. 

IX.  Any  member  belonging  to  this  society,  having 
continued  in  it  one  year,  and  sickness  or  lameness  over- 
takes him,  he  shall  have  given  unto  him  four  shillings  per 
week,  for  twelve  weeks;  but  if  their  sickness  or  lameness 
continue  any  longer,  they  shall  have  given  unto  them  two 
shillings  per  week  during  their  infirmity  ;  but  if  they  bring 
any  disorder  upon  themselves,  by  their  own  vicious  way 
of  living,  they  shall  not  have  the  benefit  of  the  box.  To 
every  member  who  shall  behave  with  uprightness,  to  the 
end  of  the  aforesaid  term,  there  shall  be  paid  at  his  decease, 
twenty  shillings  to  bury  him. 

N.  B      No  member  shall  receive  above  twelve  weeks 


full  pay  in  one  year,  though  he  or  they  shall  receive  it  at 
different  times. 

X.  To  any  one  who  shall  belong  this  society,  after  he 
hath  continued  in  it  two  whole  years,  shall  have  paid  at 
his  death,  two  pounds  ;  and  if  he  hath  been  in  three 
years,  shall  be  paid  to  his  wife,  or  his  child,  or  whom  he 
appoints  in  his  life  time,  three  pounds;  and  likewise  when 
any  member's  wife  shall  die,  he  shall  receive  sixpence  per 
member  out  of  the  box  (for  one  wife  only).  Of  course  this 
will  fluctuate  accordingly  as  the  members  increase  or  de- 
crease. And  the  club  night  following  the  said  member's 
wife's  funeral,  every  member  of  this  society  shall  pay  six- 
pence over  and  above  his  contribution,  or  forfeit  twopence 
to  the  box,  or  be  excluded,  and  this  article  to  be  and  remain 
in  force  during  the  pleasure  of  the  master,  wardens,  and 
council,  who  happen  to  be  then  in  office,  and  the  majority 
of  all  the  members. 

XI.  If  any  member  of  this  society  lives  above  three 
miles  from  our  club  room,  for  the  better  support  of  him- 
self and  family,  and  orders  his  contributions  and  arrears 
to  be  paid  to  the  box,  let  him  or  them,  when  sickness  or 
lameness  overtakes  them,  or  by  providence  they  are  afflicted, 
and  not  otherwise,  send  a  letter  (post  paid)  directed  to  be 
left  at  our  club  room,  for  the  master  of  our  society,  decla- 
ring his  illness,  and  how  it  came,  signed  by  the  minister 
and  church-wardens  where  he  resides,  and  he  shall  have  as 
aforesaid,  according  to  our  articles  ;  and  in  the  letter  he 
or  they  shall  particularly  specify  into  whose  hand  his 
weekly  allowance  shall  be  paid,  that  the  master  may  have 
as  little  trouble  as  possible. 

XII.  That  when  any  member  is  to  be  buried,  the 
master,  wardens,  and  council  shall  attend  the  funeral,  in 
as  clean,  decent,  and  prudent  a  manner  as  possible,  if  not 
sick  or  lame ;  and  when  the  corpse  is  buried,  they  shall 
appoint  a  room  to  meet  together  and  the  master  shall  pay 
five  shillings  for  their  expenses  out  of  the  box,  and  for 
neglect  of  the  above  to  forfeit  sixpence,  or  be  excluded, 

N.  B.     And  the  club  night  following  the  said  funeral 
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every  member  of  tliis  society  shall  pay  sixpence,  over  and 
above  his  contribution,  or  forfeit  twopence  to  the  box,  or 
be  excluded ;  and  this  article  to  be  and  remain  in  force 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  master,  wardens,  and  council, 
who  happen  to  be  then  in  office,  and  the  majority  of  all 
the  members. 

XIII.  If  any  member  reflects  upon  any  other  for  any 
thing  he  hath  lawfully  received  from  this  society,  be  it 
upon  what  condition  soever,  shall  forfeit  one  shilling  to 
the  box,  or  be  excluded.  All  controversies  that  may  arise 
concerning  our  society,  shall  be  decided  by  the  master, 
warden,  and  council ;  the  master  and  wardens  in  any  case 
shall  have  each  of  them  two  votes. 

XIV.  If  any  member  cause  any  meeting  to  be  trou- 
blesome, by  talking  of  trade,  or  any  other  matter  whatsoever 
which  may  give  offence,  or  cause  disturbance  in  our  club 
hours,  or  otherwise  out  of  them,  so  that  the  business  of 
the  master  and  wardens  is  about  to  be  hindered,  which 
business  doth  properly  belong  to  the  society,  he  or  they 
for  every  such  offence, shall  forfeit  one  shilling  and  sixpence 
to  the  box,  or  be  excluded. 

XV.  That  the  master,  wardens,  and  council,  shall 
make  it  their  diligent  care  to  visit  the  sick  or  lame  mem- 
bers ;  the  master  and  wardens  the  first  week,  then  the 
council,  two  and  two  at  a  time,  every  week,  till  all  have 
been  round  (if  the  sick  or  lame  members  live  within  one 
mile  of  the  club  room),  and  then  going  their  course,  so 
long  as  any  member  receives  any  benefit  from  the  box, 
or  for  such  neglect  shall  forfeit  sixpence.  When  they 
have  been  to  visit  the  sick,  they  shall  acquaint  the  master 
of  the  condition  they  find  them  in,  and  on  their  neg- 
lecting so  to  do,  in  their  turns,  shall  forfeit  twopence  to 
the  box,  or  be  excluded. 

XVI.  That  the  master  shall  receive,  at  every  monthly 
meeting,  such  a  sum  of  money  as  the  master,  wardens, 
and  council  shall  think  proper,  to  pay  the  sick  or  lame 
members ;    and  to  deliver  in  his  accounts  every  meeting 


night,  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  society,  to  whom  he/hafh 
disbursed  it  ;  and  no  member  to  have  any  benefit  from 
the  box,  until  he  hath  been  one  week  incapable  of  working; 
and  the  master  to  have  three  or  four  days'  notice,  before 
he  receives  his  pay  for  his  sickness  or  lameness. 

XVII.  That  if  any  member  be  known  to  work  at  any 
trade  or  do  any  business,  whereby  it  may  be  judged  that 
they  get  any  subsistence  thereby,  during  the  time  they 
receive  the  benefit  of  this  society,  or  in  the  limited  time 
of  one  day  next  ensuing,  after  they  have  received  the 
benefit,  shall  be  excluded,  if  lawfully  proved  ;  but  any 
member  may  be  permitted  to  work  at  his  business,  the 
day  after  he  receives  his  pay. 

XVIII.  No  member  to  be  entitled  to  any  benefit 
when  he  is  entered  into  our  society,  if  any  infirmity  that 
will  cause  or  bring  sickness  or  lameness  be  upon  him,  which 
he  conceals  at  the  time  of  his  entering,  for  such  impo- 
sitions he  shall  not  only  be  denied  the  benefit  of  the  box, 
but  shah  be  for  ever  excluded  :  and  if  any  member  fall 
sick  or  lame  by  his  own  vicious  way  of  living,  or  any 
action  which  is  not  within  the  bounds  of  reason,  he  ^huil 
be  denied  the  benefit  of  our  society. 

XIX.  That  the  master  and  wardens  appear  al  our 
club  room  at  the  hoar  of  seven,  with  their  keys,  to  make 
ready  for  the  reception  of  the  contributions,  and  if  they 
cannot  come  or  send  his  or  their  keys,  shall  for  neglect 
thereof,  forfeit  threepence  to  the  box ;  and  for  neglect  of 
appearing  at  the  hour  aforesaid,  to  forfeit  threepence  and 
the  council  twopence,  unless  they  be  three  miles  from  home. 

XX.  That  every  master  shall  deliver  up  his  yearly 
accounts  to  the  next  ensuing  master,  without  any  de- 
ficiency, on  the  first  Saturday  in  April.  Our  monthly 
meeting  is  on  the  first  Saturday  in  every  month  ;  and  if 
any  member  shall  go  from  the  club  room  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  April,  without  any  lawful  reason,  until  the 
warden  and  council  be  chosen,  shall  forfeit  sixpence  to  the 
box  ;  and  that  every  member  shall  pay  off  his  arrears  orr 
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the  first  Saturday  in  April,  on  forfeiture  of  two   shillings 
and  sixpence  the  club  night  following,  or  be  excluded. 

XXI.  This  society  is  to  hold  a  feast  yearly,  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  October,  when  all  and  every  member  of 
this  society  is  expected  to  attend,  if  not  sick  or  lame. 
or  otherwise  living  at  too  great  distance  to  be  present, 
The  master,  wardens,  and  council  shall  be  assembled  at 
the  club  room  at  ten  o'clock,  and  the  remaining  part  of 
the  members  to  be  present  by  eleven  o'clock,  or  forfeit 
twopence,  or  be  excluded ;  when  every  member  shall 
attend  Divine  Service  at  the  chapel,  or  forfeit  sixpence  to 
the  box,  or  be  excluded.  No  substitutes  on  any  account 
whatever  can  be  admitted.  The  price  to  be  paid  for 
dinners,  ale,  &c,  shall  be  settled  the  club  night  previous 
to  the  club  feast,  by  the  master,  wardens,  and  council ; 
and  for  the  expence  of  the  said  feast  such  a  sum  of  money 
shall  be  taken  from  the  box,  as  the  master,  wardens,  and 
council  shall  agree  on  ;  and  what  every  member  shall 
pay  a-piece  towards  the  said  club  feast,  shall  all  be  deter- 
mined and  concluded  on  the  club  night  before  such  day, 
and  proclamation  thereof  to  be  made  by  the  master  or 
some  other  person  by  his  order.  And,  likewise,  that  all 
and  every  person  shall  behave  himself  with  the  utmost 
decency  on  the  said  club  feast  day,  and  no  aggravations 
nor  disputes  be  heard  amongst  us  to  the  prejudice  of  our 
club,  or  to  the  diminishing  of  our  characters  ;  to  prevent 
which  we  determine  that  him  or  them  so  offending  (within 
the  time  our  club  money  is  expending,  and  in  what  room 
soever  it  happens)  shall  be  fined  so  much  as  the  master, 
wardens,  and  council  shall  think  sufficient,  to  be  paid  the 
club  night  following,  or  be  excluded. 

XXII.  That  every  master  shall,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  chuse  the  most  fit  person  for  his  other  warden 
when  he  enters  on  his  year;  and  the  council  to  be  chosen 
as  aforesaid. 

XXIII.  For  the  better  ordering  this  society  in  gen- 
eral and  the  members  thereof  in  particular,  it  is  agreed 
that  when  the  master  demands  silence,  if  any  one  speaks 
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till  liberty  be  given  him,  he  shall  for  the  first  time  forfeit 
two  pence  ;  but  if  he  still  continues  talking  and  will  not 
keep  silent  when  demanded,  he  shall  be  fined,  and  on.  re- 
fusal of  payment  be  excluded. 

XXIV.  That  if  any  member  behave  himself  indecently 
and  not  in  a  regular  manner  he  shall  forfeit  twopence  ; 
and  if  he  offers  to  lay  any  wagers  he  shall  forfeit  one 
penny  :  and  if  he  profanes  the  name  of  God  by  cursing, 
or  swearing  he  shall  forfeit  twopence  or  be  excluded. 

XXV.  If  any  member  proposes  breaking  up  this  club 
contrary  to  our  rules,  he  shall  not  only  be  denied  the 
benefit  of  the  society,  but  shall  for  ever  be  excluded,  for 
while  there  does  remain  seven  sound  members  it  shall 
never  be  broken. 

XXVJ.  That  no  member  shall  be  at  the  expence  of 
above  twopence  during  the  club  hours  in  the  club  room  : 
the  master  shall  appoint  one  or  two  to  take  notice  that 
they  do  not  go  beyond  this  our  law,,  and  whosoever  denies 
to  assist  in  this,  shall  forfeit  sixpence  to  the  box,  or  be 
excluded;  and  that  no  member  shall,  take  or  drink  any 
ale  but  what  is  given  or  ordered  by  him  or  them  that  take 
care  how  the  drink  is  distributed,  him  or  them  for  such 
default  shall  forfeit  sixpence  to  the  box,  or  be  excluded  ; 
and  if  any  member  comes  after  the  ale  is  given  once 
round,  he  shall  have  no  more  than  his  turn  according  to 
the  place  he  sits  him  down  in. 

XXVII.  That  no  member  shall  hinder  the  master, 
wardens,  and  council  for  sitting  together  in  one  room,  on 
forfeiture  of  sixpence  to  the  box,  or  be  excluded ;  and  no 
other  member  shall  be  permitted  to  sit  there  until  business 
is  over,  but  when  called  or  allowed  to  do  the  same  when 
the  master  thinks  proper  on  any  business  of  importance. 

XXVIII.  That  if  the  council  which  attends  the  room, 
hear  of  any  members  raising  any  arguments,  whereby 
differences  may  arise,  they  are  to  go  and  acquaint  the 
master,  or  forfeit  fourpence  ;  for  it  is  found  by  experience 
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that  slandering  and  back  biting  is  of  dangerous  conse- 
quences to  societies,  and  by  biting  and  devouring  one 
another  a  society  is  destroyed,  so  it  is  agreed  that  if  any 
member  of  this  society  use  his  tongue  against  any  other, 
(that  is  talking  one  against  another  behind  their  backs, 
of  things  belonging  this  society  or  the  members  thereof,) 
he  or  they  shall  be  fined  for  the  same  if  lawfully  proved, 
and  upon  non-payment  to  be  excluded. 

XXIX.  That  this  society  live  in  unity,  peace  and 
love  one  with  another,  forgetting  what  is  past,  minding  for 
the  future  to  love  one  anothei  as  friends  and  brethren  ;  and 
if  any  discord  or  difference  shall  arise  concerning  this  so- 
ciety amongst  any  members  belonging  to  the  same,  the 
party  aggrieved  shall  rehearse  or  nominate  it  the  club  night 
following  to  the  master,  wardens,  and  council,  who  are  to  de  • 
termine  all  differences  amongst  the  members  of  this  society, 
and  to  strive  to  set  them  to  rights  again,  that  there  be  no 
envy  or  malice  amongst  them  ;  and  lay  a  fine  on  the  offen- 
ding party,  which  if  he  or  they  refuse  to  pay  they  shall  be 
excluded. 

XXX.  That  if  any  member  that  hath  the  benefit  of 
this  society  shall  play  at  any  game  or  games  whatsoever, 
a  true  information  being  given  of  any  member  offending 
therein,  to  the  master  and  wardens,  who  with  the  council, 
shall  lay  such  a  fine  on  the  member  or  members  so  offen- 
ding as  they  shall  think  proper. 

XXXI.  That  all  and  every  member  snail  subscribe 
their  names,  shewing  thereby  their  assent  and  consent 
unto  these  rules,  that  they  will  maintain  and  stand  in  their 
defence  in  any  just  cause,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power 
during  their  lives  in  this  society. 

XXXII.  That  any  person  who  is  empowered  to  receive 
the  money  due  to  every  deceased  member,  when  they  come 
to  receive  it  according  to  our  articles,  shall  at  the  same 
time  bring  the  deceased  member  s  article,  in  order  for  the 
same  to  be  deposited  in  the  club  box ;  or  if  it  happens  to 
be  lost,  they  shall  pay  the  value  of  it  in  money. 
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XXXIII.  That  if  any  member  of  this  society  hires 
himself  into  the  militia,  he  shall  be  excluded;  but  if  any 
member  be  ballotted,  he  shall  neither  pay  his  contribution, 
nor  receive  any  benefit  during  his  absence ;  and  when  he 
or  they  return  again,  he  shall  be  re-admitted  the  same  as 
when  he  went,  if  he  returns  sound  ;  but  if  he  or  they  have 
not  been  in  three  years,  the  time  of  his  absence  shall  not 
be  accounted. 

XXXIV.  If  any  member  be  arrested,  and  sent  to 
prison,  he  shall  neither  pay  nor  receive  during  his  impri- 
sonment ;  and  if  any  member  happen  to  die  in  either  prison, 
hospital,  or  workhouse,  his  money  which  is  due  according 
to  our  articles,  shall  be  paid  to  his  wife,  or  child,  or  near- 
est relation,  and  to  no  other  person. 

XXXV.  That  if  any  member  be  guilty  of  murder  or 
felony,  and  committed  to  any  prison,  and  is  cast,  he  shall 
be  excluded :  but  if  taken  up  only  on  suspicion,  he  shall 
neither  pay  nor  receive  during  his  absence,  but  when  hon- 
ourably acquitted,  shall  be  admitted  the  same  as  when  he 
went. 

XXXVI.  That  if  any  member  or  members  shall  alter 
the  clock  at  any  meeting  night,  or  cause  it  to  be  altered, 
in  order  to  make  any  of  the  society  to  forfeit,  he  shall 
forfeit  sixpence  to  the  box,  or  be  excluded,  if  fairly  proved. 

XXXVII.  And  lastly,  That  all  and  every  member 
of  this  society  shall  endeavour  to  the  utmost  of  their  power, 
as  well  by  example  as  admonition,  to  suppress  and  discou- 
rage vice  and  profaneness  in  general,  to  promote  the  faith 
and  practice  of  true  religion  in  particular,  together  with 
good  neighbourhood,  to  cultivate  and  improve  the  peace 
and  happiness  of  this  society,  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  to 
the  honour  of  every  member  concerned  therein.
